We met several days hro an old 
chum of our school days at Fan wood. 
We had not met for several years. 
The meeting was a very pleasant 
one. After having exchanged greet 
tings and recounted bow eaoh of us 
fared since leaving onr alma mater, 
It was natural for us to go back to 
our childhood days spent under the 
fostering care of Fan wood. 

Among the many reminiscences 
recounted was oue that can never 
he forgotten, and for want of a 
title we will call it 

UNDER A CHESTNUT TREE. 

It was the custom in the eighties 
for the boya to get a permit as soon 
as tbey had bathed in the morniug 
aud go in tbe woods chestnutting. 

In these days "Fauwood" was 
almost isolated. There weie very 
few buildings, and these were some 
distance from each other. For the 
most part Washington Heights 
and Iuwood were a wooded forest. 

My chum and myself greatly 
envied the larger boys, who 011 
Saturday night returned to the 
Institution laden with bags full of 
ripe chestuuls. 

Little boya were not permitted to 
leave the Institution unaccompani- 
ed, hence you too, if you had been 
in our place, would have envied the 
large boys with theii bags full of 
nuts, and sometimes ripe ftuits, for 
the woods in these days had mauy 
kinds of nuts and fruits. 

Li tile hoys grow, as you know, 
ho did my chum and myself, and 
we Anally, one October Saturday 
morning, obtained permission from 
the then Supervisor, Mr. Wm. T 
Bull, whom all tbe boys dreaded, 
as he was a strict disciplinarian, 
and those who broke the rules or 
disobeyed him discovered to their 
cost that it did not pay, so the boys 
were careful not to be caught when- 
ever they played pranks or got in 
some mii-chief. 

Our leave was till Ave o'clock. 
The larger boys weie permitted till 
7:30 P M. And we wer-* told that 
if we did not return promptly we 
would not be allowed any more 
leave during the term. 

Heretofore we were only permit- 
ted to go to the village (what Car 
mansville was then called) with a 
number of other little boys in 
charge of a large boy, who was 
called " inonitoi," aud for the space 
of only two hours on a Saturday 
afternoon at that, and not every 
Saturday either, for there were so 
many small boys, ao they had their 
turn to visit the village, aud that 
was about once a month. 

Therefore, you can better ima- 
gine than it would take us to 
describe it, how delimited we were, 
my chum and myself, to get per- 
mission to go iu tbe woods, a loug- 
nig we had cherished for some 
time. We got ready bright au I 
early, and started out, perhaps 
with the same foud hope that the 
'49 minors had when they stalled 
out for 'Frisco. 

As we never had been in the 
woods before, we had no idea of the 
exact place to go, as the larger boys, 
for they knew the route and where 
the nuts were. 

At that time there were many 
private properties, aud closely fast 
ed to indicate that they were pii 
vate, some had signs painted " Keep 
Off, Private Property," bnt we did 
not know the difference, being as 
the larger boys afterwards called us 
" greenhorns " 

Well, what we went for was 
chestnuts, aud we looked for the 
(list tree that appeared to have the 
most. We soon found one, not far 
from the school, and we wondered 
why the large boys tiamped miles 
for the cherished nuts, when there 
was such line ones to be found so 
near the school. 

The tree was a very tall one. 
My chum and myself ohoso lota to 
see who was to chimb the 
The honor fell to me. It was a dif 
Acult tssk, the tree being so big, 
and myself so small, but alter some 
attempt I succeeded, and soon the 
ground was strewn with nuts, as I 
got busy as soon as I got up ami 
shook the branches continually. 

I kept this np for some time, and 
at the same time looked dowu on 
the ground from above to see my 
chum, Oeorge, picking the nuts up. 
He was kept veiy busy, as there 
were plentiful of them and ripe. 



This kept up for about an bonr, 
at the end of that time there must 
have been enough, so I descended, 
and as soon as I did so, instead of 
George, I was confronted by a man 
sixfooter with an old army pistol in 
his band and a bulldog neatby. 

George, I learned afterwards, at 
the approach of tbe man and dog 
Aed. He said he was unable to 
warn me in time, and besides be 
thought me safe up the tree. 

Seeing what a little ohap I was, 
the man poiuted to an exit and 
told me to go. To be sure I made a 
bee Hue for it, for I was scared 
almost to death on seeing tbe man 
with such ugly gun aud besides tbe 
dog, which looked Aerce and ready 
to eat me at the command of its 
master. 

That is what I enoountered under 
the chestnut tree, instead of George, 
who was to divide half of the nuts 
that I climbed the tree to secure. 

I reached the Institution before 
the alloted time, to be sure, and 
my first thought was of George. I 
was somewhat alarmed about him, 
thinking that perhaps he bad been 
ai rested or killed by the man with 
the gun. 

I soon found George sitting on a 
bench eating nuts, aud seemingly 
contented with all tbe world, and 
himself in particular. 

He told me that the man made 
him drop all the nuts, and leave 
tbe premises as they were private 
property, and that he did so in 
pretty quick time. 

When I asked him how it was he 
was eating nuts, he replied that 
oue of the boys gave bim some. 

My Arst venture iu the woods 
was a dismal failure, but I gained 
lots of knowledge aud some ex 



perieuoe, but minus nuts. 

Not loug afterwards I found out 
that George brought back consider- 
able of the nnts, having skipped as 
soon as he saw the approach of tbe 
man with the gun and tbe dog. 

I obtained lots and lots of nuts 
after my Arst experience, but I 
never climbed another tree to get 
them. It was generally on the 
ground, aud the other fellow did 
the climbing. 



The reason they were up here last 
week was because the Arm was far 
ahead in contract, but expect to 
start at some other kind of work 
very soon. 

Mr. Fred G. Fanoher, the In- 
structor of Military Tactics in the 
Tennessee School for the Deaf at 
Knoxville, Tenu., was up this way 
again last Monday. He came np 
by way of the subway, but regret 
ted it, as it was unbearably hot all 
the way. Next time he comes up 
he Is going to do so in his auto 
By tbe way, Mr. Fancher has saved 
untold fares by owning an auto. 

Mr. Carl Frisch, boys' tntor, this 
year has pationized the Polo 
Grounds as much as he has the 
Yankee Stadium. He is a lover of 
tbe National game. He is also an oc 
casioual visitor at the Bicycle races 
held frequently not far from the 
Institution. 

Cadet Oaptain Joseph Matxola 
paid tbe Journal, oomps another 
call on Wednesday noon. 

The Principal's office has been re- 
painted, as also the main office, aud 
now the Library is in the hands of 
the painters. 

Henry Kohlman once in a while 
drops around, as he did Tuesday 
last.

Thb "deaf end dumb" are no 
longer " passed np," when applying 
for positions that they are able to 
fill. The mere fact of inability to 
bear does not constitute a bar. If 
they are qualified by skill, ability, 
and experience, the deaf-mute is 
given a chance to demonstrate what 
is in him. Skepticism of employers 
is gradually being eliminated from 
the obstacles which the deaf en- 
counter in seeking employment. It 
is np to them to learn well and ac- 
quire the thoroughness necessary 
in the line of work they desire to 
pursue. Read the subjoined three 
paragraphs, which are being print- 
ed in different sections of the coun- 
try in more or less the same form. 
There is no suggestion of pity for 
their affliction, but instead a 
straightforward declaration of their 
superiority— for which we all should 
feel proud, if not grateful. It is 
taken from one of the daily news-

WISCONSIN. 



DBAP AND DUMB EMPLOYES DO 
THHIR WORE THB BEST 

Deaf and dumb employes are far 
better than most of their more for- 
tunate fellowmen, according to S. 
H. Curlee, president of a cloth 
manufacturing company at St. Louis, 
Mo. Mr. Curlee plans to open a 
factory in which all the workers will 
be deaf-mutes 

"The deaf-mutes are highly effi- 
cient workers," Mr. Curlee explain- 
ed. "They give better attention to 
their work, are seldom absent, and 
are as capable as more fortunate 
persons. They have worked them- 
selves up to positions of responsibility 
in many instances." 

In the new factory which he plans 
to open, Mr. Curlee will have a cer- 
tain number of departments in which 
deaf-mutes will work and a similar 
number of departments with normal 
workers. He predicts some interest 
ing results from his experiment. 



A State Convention of the Wis- 
consin deaf, under the title of " The 
Association of the Wisconsin School 
for the Deaf," was held at Madison, 
Wis., June 20th to 25th last. A 
local committee of the Madison deaf 
had made various arrangements for 
the Convention. The officers of the 
Wisconsin Association of the Deaf 
did not care to help work with the 
local committee making its assem- 
blage a successful meeting. The 
Convention was not called to meet 
the fiTst day, as it was scheduled 
to meet on the evening of the 20th of 
June, owing to only few delegates, 
who first came to attend it, and it 
was postponed until the next even- 
ing, when it was called to order by 
the president. No program was 
prepared for this Convention, only 
the mayor of the city of Madison 
spoke briefly, and his remarks were 
translated into the sign language for 
delegates, who then numbered 
only fifty-six, and the mayor at 
once left the hall. Mr. Lars M. Lar- 
son, from Minnesota, addressed the 
meeting in reponse to the Mayor's 
speech, and thanked him and his 
people for welcoming the members 
of the Association as visitors at the 
Capital City. 

Not any business matters of im- 
portance relative to the welfare of 
the deaf was brought for discussion 
and consideration of the members. 
A number of delegates kick and are 
not satisfied with the local commit- 
tee's making too exorbitant charge 
of twelve dollars per delegate for 
rooms and board, at the one of the 
buildings of the State University, for 
four days with an addition of four 
dollars per person for banquet, 
movies, picnic and boatride, etc., 
and left there to stay at hotels in 
town at much cheaper rates. When 
the election was held with not many 
members present, the following of- 
ficers were elected : Milton Goff, 
President ; Mrs. T. Jones, Vice Pre- 
sident ; Lars M. Larson, Recording 
Secretary ; H. Plunkett, Correspond- 
ing Secretary, and — Hirter, Trea- 
surer. 

Saturday, June 23d, the delegates 
rode in chartered street cars from the 
Capitol to Monona Park for a picnic, 
and met there other members of 
deaf coming from the adjacent 
towns around Madison. This con- 
gregation numbered about one hun- 
dred and seventy souls, and they 
seemed to enjoy it. They broke up 
on the evening of that day for their 
home. One dollar was the price of 
picnic dinner of plain victuals — 
charged to every delegate. Various 
games furnished the entertainment 
of the whole afternoon for prizes. 
The convention voted to meet in 
in Milwaukee in 1926.

On the first day of July last, a 
large number of deaf residing in 
various parts in the northwestern 
corner of the State of Wisconsin, 
assembled at the county fair and 
driving park at DePere, Wis., for a 
grand picnic. Their old society was 
known as the Fox Association of the 
Deaf, which meets once or twice in 
the summer of every year to enjoy a 
pleasure outing, have social con- 
versation and brotherly co-operation. 
Its sole aim is only to make every 
deaf coming there happy. The 
Green Bay Club of the Deaf enter- 
tained the visitors, who numbered 
one hundred and sixty-five. The 
afternoon was spent in various 
games for prizes as well as in telling 
stories of good old pioneer days, and 
a general good time was enjoyed by 
all present, who afterwards dispers- 
ed in the evening for their homes 
with many good wishes for the 
visitors. Ample and delicious re- 
freshments were served by the Green 
Bay] Club to the visitors, for their 
full dinner and supper, for the cheap 
price of thirty-five cents per person 
for a meal. 

This was certainly the moat enjoy- 
able gathering of the Pox Associa- 
tion of the Deaf. Mr. and Mrs. 
Lars M. Larson, of Faribault, 
Minn., were visitors at this meeting 
and gave lectures to tbem. After a 
vote of thanks was given to the Fair 
Association at DePere for the free 
use of fair buildings and grounds, a 
number of resolutions written and 
proposed by Mr. Larson at this 
gathering, which were unanimously 
adopted by them, as follows: 



learning, founded with their true object 
to give the deaf youth an education for 
their future happiness and usefulneaa, the 
same aa public common schools for bear- 
ing children ; and, 

Whereas, Our Alma Mater haa been 
frequently and is now classified by law in 
the same group with charitable, penal, 
correctional and custodial institutions of 
the State of Wisconsin ; be it, 

Resolved, That we— the deaf at the con- 
vention of the Pox Association of the 
Deaf— do decidedly express our strong and 
vigorous protest against unjust claasifica- 
lion, and do truly declare it to be a mis- 
nomer. We hereby favor such a change 
in the laws as will remedy this defect. 

Resolved, That we do urge and uae our 
beat efforts to have our Alma Mater re- 
ceive recognization aa part of the public 
school system of the State, and have the 
laws amended so as to place our Alma 
Mater along with the State University, 
Teacher's Training Collegea, Agricultural 
Schoola, State High Schools, and all other 
Public Schools under the eontrol of a State 
Board in charge of Educational affairs 
alone. 

The deaf at this Convention also 
voted unanimously to approve and 
pass all these resolutions submitted 
by Mr. A F. Sonnenburg, of She- 
boygan, Wis. : 

Resolved, That we, the deaf fully ap- 
prove and commend the campaign being 
carried on by the active work of the Impos- 
tor Bureau of the National Association of 
the Deaf, for the suppression of pseudo 
muteaand fake deaf beggars in this country, 
and also earnestly urge and heartily en- 
dorse the work of this bureau in this state 
in advocating the suppression against those 
hearing normal persons, who go about 
preying upon public charity by pretending 
to be ' deaf and dumb,' and further the en- 
forcement of the Impostor Law, now re 
corded Chapter number 151 of the 1917 
Wisconsin Statutes, to prosecute and 
punish such impostors. 

Remember our alogan : " The Deaf do 
not beg."

Resolved, That we are moat atrongly in 
favor of advocating an equality of oppor 
tunity and an equality of wages for both 
deaf men and heariug men, for same and 
equal service, in any sort of employment 
where bearing is not required.

Resolved, That we giva our thanks to 
the Green Bay Club of the Deaf for their 
kind labors in preparing and providing for 
excellent entertainment for all the deaf 
folks, for their nelp and co-operation in 
making this gathering a very successful 
and pleasant meeting. 

At Mr. Larson's request, after 
having given a full statement about 
the real estate of the late U. S. 
Senator Nel*>ou, from Minnesota, a 
proper letter has been sent by the 
secretary to the Lutheran Mission- 
ary at Faribault, Minn., asking that 
the estate be granted to be used as a 
Home for the suffering deaf.

Ted Hughes, physical director at 
Gallaudet College, is taking the 
summer course for coaches at the 
University of Illinois. 

The marked success of Robey 
Burns, Illinois, who took the course 
there the last two summers, and of 
Bouchard, Connecticut, and of Ver- 
non Birck, Missouri, who took a 
coaches course at Columbia, has 
been widely commented on iu our 
Slate schools for the deaf. Many 
will doubtlessly follow the example 
set by Burns, Bouchard, Birck and 
Hughes — in fact they will have to, 
or the alumni should see the school 
engages a "coach" who will teach 
modern methods. There is as much 
difference between the present day 
super-scientific methods of playing 
football and the game most of us 
Journal readers remember having 
played, as there is between bean-bag 
ami tiddledewinks. 

That little fellow Hughes deserves 
a world of praise for his voluntary 
action in thus rebuking the " great- 
I-am, I know-it all" attitude of 
many school coaches, who send great 
athletes to Gallaudet — great athletes 
who would have been yet greater had 
they learned the rudiments right in 
the First place. When a man in any 
line feels he knows all there ever is 
to be learned in his work, that man 
has reached his limit and started to 
float down stream. Only live fish 
swim upstream 

Even athletic experts with made 
reputations spend part of their sum- 
mers perfecting themselves in their 
specialties. Among tbe 300 coaches 
Burns met at last year's University 
of Illinois summer school, was one 
Crown, who asked to be remember- 
ed to me. Crown, I recall as as- 
sistant to the great Pinneo at Gary, 
when Glenn Smith and myself were 
National A. A. U. champions at our 
weights on the greatest team of 
amateur wrestlers ever assembled. 
(Pinneo's success won recognition by 
his appointment as coach and mana- 
ger of the American wrestlers in the 
last World's Olympic games). If 
coaches of Crown's calibre feel it is 
not lowering themselves to take 
summer courses, what excuse Is 
there for smug silent pedagogues 
with a slight smattering of athletic 
learning, to roll their eyebrows in 
holy horror at the mention of doing 
likewise. 

Deaf scholars deserve the best 
The more I see of this telephone 
radio-efneiency-frenzied age, the 
more I feel that athletics are the 
one line of life, in which a deaf- 
mute ever stands an equal chance 
with the hearing of attaining dis- 
tinction. 

Wide awake alumni everywhere 
will keep this in mind, or cut it out, 
and begin a campaign to either 
interest their athletic coaches, or 
else secure more competent direc- 
tors. 

Robey Burns decided two vaca 
tiona spent at the University of 
Illinois summer course were enough 
for the present, so this year went to 
Ann Arbor, Mich., to study under 
" Hurry Up " Yost. Burns did not 
seem to like the prospect there, so 
after a couple of days quit and went 
to Madison, and is taking tbe 
coaches' course there at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin Wisconsin is 
noted for its excellence in basket- 
ball instruction especially, and as 
Burns is anxious to bring his cage- 
men up to the excellence of his foot- 
ball aud baseball teams, his choice 
seems wise.

American Expert* In Berlin Trace 
Cause of Deafness to Diet. 

Berlin, July 7.— That diet has an 
important bearing on deafness is the 
conclusion derived from numerous 
experiments conducted at Berlin 
clinics and discussed for the first 
time at a recent meeting of the 
American Medical Association in 
Berlin. 

The suggestion that improper or 
insufficient diet impaired the audi- 
tory organs originally came from Dr. 
Arnold B. Kaufman, of the Illinois 
Charitable Bye and Ear Infirmary, 
and Michael Reese, connected with a 
dispensary in Chicago. 

Dr. Kaufman, who has been 
working out his theory here, says he 
has found evidence that deafness is 
often a deficiency disease. Improper 
food, he stated, produces adverse 
changes in ear bone structures. 

Experiments were made on white 
rats. One litter was fed with diet 
deficient in "fat soluble A," an- 
other litter's food was lacking iu 
both calcium and vitamlne. Rats 
denied " fat soluble A" and calcium 
showed pathological conditions in the 
temporal boue essential to perfect 
hearing. 

Dr. Kanffman asserted that these 
changes were striking enough to 
warrant the assumption that cor- 
responding changes in a human 
being, though less marked, would 
produce impairment of hearing in 
a varying degree. He said that it 
has been hitherto unrecognized that 
changes in the temporal bone are 
closely related to hearing efficiency. 
Such changes, the report added, 
might cause a type of deafness that 
comes early in life or appears later 
wben the process has become more 
advanced. 

No attempt has yet been made to 
work out the corrective implications 
of theory, but it was announced that 
curative measures based On the 
theory would be forthcoming. Deaf- 
ness of this character was estimated 
to constitute 7 per cent of ear troubles 
coming to the attention of special- 
ists.
